2. Bowers et al. appears to be the most relevant reference of record. Fig. 2 
discloses voltage detection circuitry P2/Q1/N2, a capacitor N3, a resistor R4, a reset 
generator 12 and a discharge circuit P4 as recited in claim 1. The discharge circuit P4 
performs the discharge function described in the last clause of claim 1 , but not the 
charge/discharge function described in the second clause of claim 1 . The voltage 
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detection elements directly influence the charging and discharging of the capacitor 
without a separate charge/discharge circuit as recited in the second clause of claim 1.
